Readers who found interest in the diagnosis of 
communal waste made by John L. Hodgson, the 
eminent British research engineer and pioneer of 
modern Technocracy, will find additional interest 
in the proposals he makes for remedying present 
conditions 

Hodgson calculates that nine-tenths of all human 
effort is wasted through the various forms of com- 
munal waste he enumerates. He finds that the 
present system, which compels so much waste, is 4 
natural consequence of credit power having passed 
from the merchant to the industrialist and from the 
industrialist to the politically minded financier. 
Even men of the arts and professions, like sculp- 
tors, engineers, architects, scientists and statesmen, 
he says, are under the compulsion of the credit 
power system even when they think they are be- 
having with freedom 

2 

Like Scott, who made his announcement of tech- 
nocracy, six months after Hodgson had delivered 
his paper on communal waste before the Royall 
Society of Arts at London, Hodgson says there are 
a number of palliatives for tinkering up the present 
system that will be advocated or invoked. Among 
these he names inflation of currency and the ex- 
tension of bank credits to keep pace with poten- 
tial production. 

Both of these proposals he deems insufficient on 
the ground that it would leave us in the hands of 
the banks with their power to create money. 

The alternate proposal to nationalise the exist- 
ing banks he also disfavors on the ground that it 
“has the grave defect that it would hang the present 
banking system around our necks indefinitely.” 

These with President Hoover's Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, social credit schemes and pro- 
posals for an extension of co-operation between pro- 
ducers and consumers to eliminate middlemen, he 
thinks are merely tinkering with the problem. They 
all, he says, contemplate leaving the concentration 
of Credit Power in socially irresponsible hands 

= 

Hodgson proposes to eliminate waste in produc- 
tion, distribution and in administration, so that in- 
stead of working five or six days a week in order 
to live—with only the dregs of time left to spend 
in living—mankind shall be able to achieve com- 
fort, leisure and security. 

He would abolish tariffs and dumping regula- 
tions. He would invite the payment of war debts 
or other obligations in kind. Instead of refusing 
to accept goods, i.e, good things, from other coun- 
tries, he would gladly accept all the goods they 
would send in at prices lower than our own costs 
of production. 

He would reorganise industry to avoid duplica- 
tion of factories, wasteful advertisements, and para- 
sitic middlemen, with a view to producing suficient 
goods—and sufficient only—with the least possible 
effort, to supply our own needs and to exchange for 
desirable commodities from other countries 

He would have the community take from the 
bankers and financiers their power of creating and 
placing money. The Treasury would create tickets 
to the value of the goods and services available 
These tickets would be distributed among the com- 
ty as wages or endowment, each individual re- 


ceiving tickets according to age, grade, circum- 
stances or services rendered 
Each individual would be under compuls

Hodgson estimates that in a society from which 
communal waste would be largely eliminated by 
public-spirited planning and generously given 
services—the possibilities of which were demon- 
strated during the war—the maintenance work of 
the nation could be done by able bodied indi- 
viduals between the ages of 20 and 45, working two 
months out of the twelve. This would leave every- 
body with nine or ten months of endowed leisure

That must be a welcome prospect, as much to 
wealthy business and professional men, working 
themselves to death, as to the working man in an 
ill-paid job, or his brother with no work at all 


A striking statement made by Hodgson, which 
traverses common opinion, is that wars make the 
world richer. The 1914-18 war he says “actually 
left the world richer and not poorer, in means for 
the production of material wealth.” He says it is 
the fight for control of money-power which con- 
tinued since the armistice, has made the. aftermath 
of war so unbelievably disastrous 

Nations are still at war for control of gold, the 
yellow metal of few uses, because each gold coin 
is capable under present credit methods, of being 
the parent of about 30 paper notes. By the use of 
money-power nations exact toll on others, or break 
up alliances. They finance wars or tie up nations 
so that they cannot buy their own food 

The world has harvested a crop of tears and 
blood from its worship of the yellow metal, though 
all the gold mined and washed since the world be- 
gan, would make in bulk only a cube of 38 feet 


Lord Leverhulme, that great British industrialist, 
years ago said that mankind could create all the 
food and clothes and necessaries of life that it 
needs by one hour's work a day. Howard Scott, 
writing of advanced technology says thet we could 
live in comfort on two hours work a day for two 
days a week, for four months in the yea: 

Hodgson says that two months work out of the 
twelve for those between the ages cf 20 and 45 
would enable all of us to enjoy endowed leisure for 
the rest of the year. 

Marconi in an article published in October, 1941, 
predicted that there will be a two-hour working 
day within ten years time. 

These are indications of the trends of the time 
as the engineers and industrial prophets see them. 


Passage of the Railway Bill through the Sen- 
ate should whet public interest in the Bill when 
it reaches the Commons.

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Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 

A man caught a cold every time he had his hair 
cut, a young boy had an attack of asthma every 
time he took some exercise; a young matron broke 
out in hives every time she took a warm bath o: 
shower—sounds incredible, doesn’t it? Yet it is now 
recognized that some people are so sensitive to 
local changes in the skin temperature and to effort 
as to produce a variety of symptoms, which may 
include one or more of the following: colds, asthma, 
hives, headache, coughing, eczema, itching, edema, 
trembling, cramps, nausea, prostration and dizzi- 
ness. 

At last science seems to give some credence to 
the one-time popular belief that colds were caused 
by drafts or wet feet, especially with people who 
were not used to the cold and damp. However, 
science has also found that similar symptoms may 
be brought in others by heat instead of cold, such 
as sitting too close to a stove and getting a portion 
of the skin too warm. The first type of person is 
called “cold sensitive” and the latter “heat sensitive” 
those who are affected by exercise (usually elderly 
folks) are termed “effort sensitive.” As a rule, cold- 
sensitive people prefer cool weather and tend to 
be less active. The effort-sensitive person gener- 
ally finds very hot weather uncomfortable or cold 
weather uncomfortable if chilly enough to require 
exercise. 

One of the tests for heat sensitiveness is to tie a 
tourniquet around a limb and beat the distal part 
with a therapeutic lamp. If heat sensitiveness ex- 
ists, some sort of reaction, as described in the first 
paragraph, may take place in from five seconds to 
two minutes. In a few cases there is a delayed re- 
action of from fifteen minutes to half an hour. The 
reaction can usually be stopped by removing the 
tourniquet promptly and rubbing ice on the skin 
In testing out the cold-sensitive, the tourniquet is 
applied and ice rubbed on the distal part. When a 
reaction appears, it may be stopped by removing 
the tourniquet and applying heat. In these cases 
the tourniquet simply serves to localize the heat or 
cold so that a reaction takes place more quickly 
rhere is no doubt but that tight garters or tight 
collars wlil have much the same effect in speeding 
up the reactions in sensitive people. 

Most doctors regard these disorders as similar 
to the allergic diseases where reactions are brought 
on by certain foods or medicines in sensitive peo- 
ple. In this they may be right; however, I feel sure 
that most have overlooked an important factor in 
the cause. For instance, the old-time hydropaths 
used to try to produce a series of mild reactions by 
the applications of hot and cold water and they 
had surprisingly good results in curing many chron- 
ic disorders. Apparently, as a result of these re- 
actions, much toxic material was eliminated from 
the systems of their patients The hydropaths 
termed these reactions “crises.” If you will look 
over the symptoms again, you will see that most 
of them are indications of elimination or of toxins 
being carried around in the blood stream. I have 
never seen a case where such reactions occurred in 
a patient who was in good health, according to my 
standard, and I have never seen a case of such sen- 
sitiveness that did not disappear when the patient 
became healthier through a cleansing diet regimen 
wtih the addition of treatments that aided elimina- 
tion. It is very noticeable that the one who is heat 
sensitive has a defective elimination through the 
skin. The cold-sensitive person probably has de- 
layed climination from some of the internal organs 
although this is difficult to prove. The effort-sen- 
sitive patient almost always has arterial hardening 
or some disorder that interferes with the free cir- 
culation of blood. The exercise or exertion simply 
stimulates the circulation and stirs up the toxins 
which have been lying dormant in the out-of-the- 
way corners and this causes severe reactions until 
the toxins are eliminated or become once more stag- 
nant 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss Y. inquires: “Is there such a 
thing as gas in the inner ear, and how would it af- 
fect a person? What are the symptoms, and is there 
a cure?” 

ANSWER: There is an air passage from the 
throat to the inner ear so that an equqal pressure 
of air should exist on both sides of the ear drum 
Sometimes this eustachian tube becomes blocked 
and discharges form in the inner ear, making a 
pressure and often causes pain. Any ear specialist 
can temporarily open this tube and let out the air, 
and even the discharges will drain. Of course, a 
permanent cure depends upon removing the causes 
which produce the excessive discharge.
